Candor and Truth 


Governor Sid McMath was -1110 


guest of honor at a luncheon in 
New York yesterday given by the 
Chase National bank, world's larg- 
est, of which a couple other Arkan-

It was a strategic point from 


which a speaker might say some- 
thing for Arkansas that all the 
world would hear — and Governor 
McMath did that thing.

average per-family income of $3,- 
500. 


That it is the third state in the 


in total farm income. 


And — in direct quotes: 
"The State of Arkansas is in 


sound financial condition. Its high- 
way bonds sold at only Vk per cent 
interest rate; income from gasoline 
tax during the first 11 months of 
1949 totaled $19,982,534 as compared 
•with $18,164,078 for the same per- 
iod of 1948; and sales tax $20,866,- 
124, as against $18,994,416." 


And then the governor went oh to 


say about government as a whole:

"Deficit spending is bad business. 


I^Thcrc is a double prevention of def- 
icit spending in Arkansas — a state 
revenue act and a provision of the 
state constitution, each providing 
that the state may not spend in any 
fiscal year more than it receives in 
revenues."

New York, Dec. 9 —(/P)— Gover- 


nor McMalh of Arkansas sees no 
need for increases in his state's 
taxes. 


He told a group of New York 


bankers yesterday that Arkansas 
revenue is growing without higher 
tax rates. 


"The state of 
Arkansas 
is 
in 


sound financial condition," he de- 
clared, x x x Income from gasoline 
tax during the first eleven months 
of 1949 totaled $19,98,534 as com- 
pared with $18,164,078 for the same 
period of 1948 sales tax, $20,866.- 
124 as against $18994,416; and in- 
come tax, $11,690,987 as 
against 


$7921,002." 


Therefore, he said, he could see 


no reason for the next legislature 
to boost tax rates.

"There is a dou- 
ble prevention of deficit spending 
in Arkansas,

Detectives said Ortiz led 
them 


to more than half a million dol- 
lars worth of marijuana and 
co- 


caine which he had hidden in his 
apartment and in a Bronx store- 
room. 


Also arrested with Ortiz were his 


wife Rose. 21, Joseph 
Rodriguez, 


40, and Ida Zayas, 26. Ortiz was 
charged with possession and 
sale 


of narcotics and the other three 
were charged with possession 
of 


drugs. 


Police ;;aid Artiz began his op- 


erations last March after a series 
of raids broke up a $3,500,000 drug 
ring which 
also 
had

along Broadway. Three men were 
arrested at that time.
